Water  Supply The  District  is  supplied  with  water  from

Waterworks  Company. 

Fareham.-  The  Pareham  Waterworks  are  the  property  of  the 
FarehanPUrSan  District  Council  and  supply  all  the  Pareham  East 
and  ¥/est  V/ards  except  for  a few  houses,  which  for  convenience  are 
supplied  by  the  Gosport  water  mains. 

The  consumption  of  water  from  the  Pareham  Waterworks  for  the 
year  was  262,294,000  an  increase  of  17,047,000  galls. 

The  Portsmouth  Water  Company  promoted  a bill  during  the  year 
seeking  powers  to  construct  new  works.  At  first  it  was  felt 
that  the  construction  of  these  works  might  reduce  the  yield  of  the 
well  and  headings  of  the  Council's  supply.  Expert  geological 
opinion  was  obtained,  and  the  report  indicated  that  any  interfer- 
ence with  the  Council  supply  was  remote.  Any  opposition  to  the 
Bill  was  therefore,  withdrawn. 

Samples  of  water  were  taken  for  analysis  at  least  once  a 
month,  the  results  being  consistently  satisfactory. 

CROFTON,  PORTCHESTER,  SARISBURY. 

TITCHFIEDD  and__  W_AR^ASH 

Reports  on  samples  are  periodically  received  and  have  been 
consistently  satisfactory. 

Other  Supplies.  There  are  still  a number  of  shallow  wells 
existing  in  ^the  District. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

FAREHAM.-  The  Sewage  Disposal  V/orks  are  still  in  the  process 
of  being  enlarged  - the  work  has  been  delayed  owing  to  the  war. 

CROFTON  AND  j’ORTCHESTER . - Most  of  the  residential  portions 
of  the  area  Vf' ThVsVTwV  Vary's  have  now  been  provided  with  sewers. 
There  is  still  some  portions  of  the  Portchester  Ward  requiring 
sewers,  but  this  work  has  been  postponed  owing  to  the  ¥/ar.  The 
sewage  from  these  two  wards  is  brought  to  Pareham  for  treatment. 

SARISBURY.-  The  Sewerage  System  for  the  Housing  Site  at 
Addison'  Road  'is  working  satisfactorily. 

TITCHPIELD.-  The  question  of  the  method  of  dealing  with  the 
sewerage  from  this  area  is  still  under  the  consideration  of  the 
Council.  The  existing  works  are  unable  to  deal  adequately  with 
the  sewage  now  discharging  there,  and  it  is  proposed  if  possible, 
to  scrap  the  existing  work  and  deliver  the  sewage  into  the 
Pareham  Works. 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

No  complaints  of  pollution  of  rivers  and  streams  have  arisen. 
Public  Cleansing:-  House  refuse  is  collected  once  weekly  in  the 
whole  of  the  District,  with  the  exception  of  outlying  areas. 


In  the  Pareham  and  Grofton  Wards  the  work  Is  done  by  direct 
labour,  - two  S*DiPreighters  being  used  for  the  purpose. 

In  the  other  Wards  the  work  is  done  by  contract,  lorries 
being  employed. 

Cesspit  emptying.-  One  mechanical  vehicle  was  converted  into 
a refuse  collecting  vehicle  during  the  year,  and  the  Council  have 
now  five  freighters  for  cesspit  emptying.  There  is  insufficient 
labour  to  man  all  these,  so  that  many  complaints  are  received 
owing  to  delay  in  emptying. 

Since  the  laying  of  sewers  in  the  Portchoster  and  Crofton 
wards,  1551  premises  have  been  connected  to  the  sewors.

Meat  and  other  Foods.-  Shops  v;ere  visited  as  required.  As 
the  siaughtering  of  animals  is  now  carried  out  centrally  the 
local  slaughter  houses  were  no  longer  in  use.  Where  occasional 
slaughter  under  licence  occurred  the  animals  v/ere  inspected. 

Bakehouses . - Bakehouses  continue  to  be  kept  in  a clean  and 
satisfa'ct'ory  condition. 


SECTION  P.  - PREVALENCE  OP  AND  CONTROL  OVER 
INFE C TI OUS  AND  OTHER  pi  S_EA SE S . 

Diphtheria . - Seven  cases  of  Diphtheria  occurred  during  the 
year, ~one  o f wh'i c h vi/as  fatal. 

Free  supply  of  Diphtheria  Antitoxin  is  available  to  general 
practitioners  for  early  treatment  of  cases. 

Scarlet  Fever.-  64  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  occurred  of  v^hich 
53  went  "to  hospital.  Few  complications  arose. 

Cerebro' Spinal  Meningitis.-  Twelve  cases  occurred  during 
the  year  when  the  disease  v;as  to  some  extent  epidemic  throughout 
the  Country. 
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Enteric  _Fever>-  One  case  of  Para  B v/as  notified,  but  the 
disease  waV  co'ntracted  in  a neighbouring  district  as  it  only 
came  into  the  district  on  the  night  of  notification. 

Typhoid  Imraunisation. - A scheme  for  free  inoculation 
against:  the  typhoid  group'  of  organisms  commenced  in  February. 
Only  187  people  took  advantage  of  inoculation* 

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria There  were  7 cases  of 
Diphtheria  “chrrTng  the  year,  one  *bf“  which  had  been  immunised  in 
1937  with  T.*A.P.  The  case  was  of  medium  severity*  Immunity 
begins  to  lessen  after  about  4 years. 

The  material  now  used  for  immunisation  is  Alum  Precipitated 
Toxoid  (A.P.T.)  which  is  supplied  free  of  charge  from  the 
Emergesicy  Laboratory,  Winchester.

According  to  our  population,  and  the  average  number  of  cases 
of  Diphtheria  over  the  country,  V7e  might  expect  about  50  cases 
per  annum.
